It is concealed by tho anti-tarill'- 
roformers that throo of thoir number on the 
Democratic side and four on the Kopubii- 
can side will voto for consideration. This 
would loavo a majority of fifteen opposed 
to consideration.

Tho latter nhrieked 
us we trod on their mangled limbs. Powd'ir 
s-vnl;-> litir.g over the fiold in clouds, which 
r'oilecti'il tlu) lurid flre that blnziid along tho 
Yankee parapets. Eight o'clock, 0 o'clock, 
SI-EIO oiul wo are still fighting, still dying, still 
trampling oar dead and wounded comrades 
into tho earth. Then we gave it up. Wo 
had made five desperate charges. Pat Cle- 
bt-.rnc's men bad made six and ho fell dead 
while leading the last. Every gonoral officer 
in tho army, mcoptlng Hood, was killed or 
wounded. Our losses bad run high up in the 
thousands. We stacked our arms nnd lay 
down. 
All night our wounded 
comrades

Tbo repeated disasters wo had encountered 


under Hood bad damponod our ardor. The 
unwiso rambling of our man ovor tbo battle- 
leld of Franklin broke thoir spirit, nt 
won'duot fight nt Nashville; wo :ost that 
field because tho specter of Franklin, livid, 
with distorted features, with blood-stroam- 
ing wounds, with ghastly, horror stricken

WHAT IS A HEEO? 


The hero is a true, loyal, sincere man, 


who lives to do gooJ, and who in ready 
to die for his principles it need bo. Tho 
hero, in some sense, is always a great 
man. Tho false man can never bo great; 
he can nevur bo good; he con neve°r bo a 
hi;ro. Tho really grunt man is always a 
hero. As thoro aro niuuy kinds oi great 
men, so there aro many kinds of heroes. 
Aa a eolfish man can never bo great, so 
ho can never bo a hero. 
Tho unselfish 


only are heroic. Quackery has no place 
in tho inako-up of a hero. I said a mo- 
ment ago, that there nro cany kinds of 
heroes. 


THE TBISKEIl IS A IIEItO. 


Ho who originates thoughts, and puts 


them into form; crushing out and put- 
ting down oppressiou and superstition, 
is a groat man and a horo. Ho in a hero, 
because he dares to step upon the vipers 
of prejudice and bigotry, knowing well 
that these blind monsters will sting him 
to death. Socrates was such a tbmkor, 
such a hero; and all this meau world 
could givo him, for undying thought, was 
a cup tof cold hemlock. 
OJaate was a 


thinker. 
Ho dared to utter what he 


thought was true, and to act cs he 
thought; and as u reward, his couniry- 
meu denied him a homo and a grave. 
Galileo dared to give the world n new 
idea, or rather to defend ono; and tho 
world, by the way of reward, gave him 
chains and dungeons; and yet, the world 
moved on, nevertheless. This all took 
pluco in tho scientific world, that then 
was, which boasts so much of its liberal- 
ity. 


Turning to the religious world we find 


the case no whit bettor, but rather worse. 
This is so because tho religious taeling is 
more intense, as it is more noble. Now 
lei a deep hush fall upon you, while I 
speak of the Ono who discovered an 
idea so central and so outreaching, that 
all sectarianism, of parties or nations, 
ecema small in its light; who discovered 
a law so universal that it uuiflos the hu- 
man race, binding men to men and man 
to God; who discovered tho true method 
of religion, conducting to worship with- 
out lirnitaiicn, and to freedom in good- 
ness' and thought. What was the roward 
given to this Great Ono? While he hvod, 
'He had not where to lay His head"; and 
:n His death: "Ho was numbered with 
TDDBgretsors." All the crown this giddy 
vorld could givo him was a "crown of 
horns." And yet his great hero-heart 
evor once lost hope. He worked on un 
il the last, and His expiring breath was 


prayer for tho world, that would not 


•jil'er Him to live in it. This same Great 
)no is moro alivo and more-beloved now 
jan over before. 
Why ? Because He 


ved and worked, and died for man. 
But time would fail mo were I to point 


o one of a thousand ot great souls, who 
•ho dared to think and speak and act 
obly, and yet havo been crucified as 
10 world's Savior was. These men 
ere all heroes, and mnet tavo a hero's 


ing forces, that every man has hia rights 
as completely as though ho were tho 
only man in tho nation. This kind of 
work is by no moans easy. It it requires 
ability to manage tho forces of nature, 
or to profitably combine forty or iiCty 
workmen in a shop, it must require groat 
skill to arrange fifty millions ot intelli- 
gent froomou, not for any particular pur- 
pose, but for nil tho varied ends ot uni- 
versal life. This is simply heroic work, 
and because it is so poorly dono is proof, 
that there are few who are able to suc- 
cessfully work at it, 


THE ADMmSTitATOH tS A IIKHO. 


This work requires genius,but not that of 
tho discoverer ot truth nor the organizer 
of thought. The ruler must be loyal 
and true, with an eye to affairs. Ha 
must havo tact and address; ho must 
know and appreciate principles that are 
busul; he must also underntaud men. Ho 
must not be afraid to act, and to not 
promptly. Ho must go bravely on, car- 
rying out the principles, not oJ a party, 
but ot tlio people, us expressed in stat- 
utes and constitutions. This requires tho 
elements of u sterling manhood. Wo 
have recently had an exhibition of manly 
action iu our governor, not for party, 
but for principles inwrought in our laws 
and constitutions. 
Our soldier 13 tho 


supporter of the rnlor. Ho is au execu- 
tor o£ that which has boon thought out 
anil incorporated into constitution? [and 
laws. He IB great, but not tho greatest 
Ho is a hero, but not tho highest. He is 
the guardian of law and principles after 
persuasion and appeal have failed. Ho 
is a necessity now, and will continue to 
be such so long as wo ari cursed with 
anarchists and communists. He will bo 
needed until meu|bocom6 loyaljaad obodi 
enttolaw. Now you BOB why we love 
ourj soldiery so much. It is because they 
deliver the loyal from the hard cf tho 
disloyal and disorderly, and the innocent 
from tho passionate mob. They are tho 
guardians of tho state and the homo. We, 
the members of tbo Grand Army of the 
Republic, memorialize our dead comrades 
because, in the hour of danger and dark- 
ness, they, with many still living, ran to 
tho rescue and saved homo and country. 
Wo memorialize them because they 
faithfully and fearlessly did tho work ut 
hand,at the nek of all wo hold most dear 
in life. Wo memorialize tham because 
they saved tho country after pcrsnasion 
had failed. 


If other nations can honor their sol- 


diord, men who go out in arms to fight 
for conquest and acquisition, wo ought to 
honor the heroes of the lato rebellion a 
thousand times moro, for they fought for 
home and native land, 
'i'hey fought 


that the "Star 
Kpaugled 
Banner" 


might 
continue 
"to 
wave 
over 


the land ot tho free and the homo of tho 
bravo." They fought that that this grand 
nation should reamm'"ono nnd undi- 
vided." Because our comrades did woli, 
and with a steady uand the work to be 
done, wo honor (hem, and pledge our- 
solves to keep their memory fresh and 
green as long as wo live. 


Tun lesson we should luarn from this 


occasion is: That only bo, who aote well 
his part, faithfully doc9 his work, nobly 
discharges tho duties of citizenship, will 
bo remembered when dead, and bouoiod 
when living. This is a great lesson, and 
ono that men aro slow'to learn, and indeed 
many uever do learn it. Many are slow 
to learn, that he who fearlessly, honestly 
and promptly docs what is to bG done 
HUM, has in him the staff of a horo. Many 
men wait for groat occasions, hoping to 
bo made famous by accident. They wait 
for favoring galos, and when tho great 
occasion corn03, tho waiter in left out, for 
ho is not able, and when tho favoring 
gale cornea ho is not ready. 
Tho way to 


win iu this busy, rushing world, is to 
push on. It you want to ride into r-roat- 
ness, on the current of popular favor, 
you may wait long, and porhaps forover. 
Public opinion can inako uo rnim great. 
Greatness is in yourself. 
Tho great 


man—tho horo—goes on in spite ot pub- 
lic opinion. The really groat man de- 
pends upon One higher than public opin- 
ion. He depends upon Him who, only, 
is great, God. Martin Lulhcr was groat. 
Ha is the typical hero. 
When impris- 


oned iu the oastlo ot t_oburg, one nigh t, 
at low twelve, ho looked 3;it upon tho 
great vault of immensity. Ho saw Joug 
flights of clouds floating through it. 
Between tho huge, dual, gaunt clouds hu 
counted the stars. He asked himself: 
"Who supports all this?" The answer 
case like a melody upon Iho wings of 
the wind: "Though you cannot see thd 
pillars ttiemsolves, yet, it is supported. 
(Jod supports it.': 
Luther was strong 


again, for he felt certain God supported 
him. It we will eo work in this world, 
so sincerely, so honestly, that wo feel 
God supports uu, then wo will bo strong, 
so strong that we will be heroic.
